My country claims my all, claims every 


passion; 


Her liberty henceforth be all my thought! 
Tboi'gh with a brother's life, yet cheaply 


bought; 


For her ray own I'd willingly resign, 
And say with transport that the gain was 


mine. 


This principle Is expressed by others In 


different ways. 
Marcus Curtius rude at 


full speed Into a yawning chasm in the 
Roman Foium because the Soothsayers 
said the country could not be saved in 
any other way.

ure than w«.re killed In front of them by 
cannon and rifle." 
The magnitude of 


the mortality' Twelve thousand deaths 
In Andersonville alone, while the total 
loss of the British during tbe Crimean 
war was only 5000. Blood hounds, dead 
lines, filth, miasma and starvation let 
loose upon the unfortunate prisoners a 
flood of executioners such as vermin, si. 
Vltus dance, festering sores, quick con 
sumption, low fever, gangrene, scurvy, 
dysentery, and Insanity, all of wbh:h 
their work well, so well tbat nir.e' 
deaths dally was at one time the retort 
Andersonville alone. How ghastly 
appeared, with upturned faces, and 
eyes in the spot where they full.

PAPERING ROOMS. 


Point* (or Thoae Who Wl«h to Do the 


WoWt TWIMUelyeiu 


The greatest cost 'of papering usually 


is for the labor employed. Excellent 
nail paper in dainty, artistic patterns 
may be purchased as low as ten or fif- 
teen cents the single roll of eight yards. 
The first thing to do is to measure the 
rooms. This is easily done, and the 
fstimate need not be close, as all paper 
dealers allow full rolls of paper, or 
eight yards, to be returned, though 
nearly all wall paper is now put up in 
double rolls of 16 yards. Some allow- 
ance must be made for matching at th? 
seams, and for this reason a wall paper 
of small pattern is more economical to 
buy than one of large flowering design, 
A paper where the ground is well cov- 
ered will not show soil so quickly as 
one with a. scattered pattern. 


The first step ra papering; is to scrape 


the v. all free from paper or whitewash. 
If the ceiling is to be kalsomined or the 
wood to be painted, all this work should 
be done first, the walls prepared for pa- 
pering, and the room should be thor- 
oughly cleaned before the paper is 
hung. To remove old paper, moisten it 
thoroughly with a whitewash brush 
dipped in water, and, as fast as a breadth 
feas soared up the water, peel it off. 
Mend all cracks, breaks and nail holes 
in the wall with plaster of paris, mix- 
ing up only a little at a time and 
smoothing it don n rapidly with a thin, 
flexible bladed knife, if you have no bet- 
ter tool. It is a good plan to go over 
the wall with size, using an old white- 
wash brush. Whitewashed walls must 
be sized. Ceilings are not as frequently 
[>apered now as they were a few years 
ago. It costs very little to treat them 


distemper or colored kalsomine in a 


:int to harmonize with the paper of the 
side walls, and this is the way they are 
u&ually covered. It is cheaper to kal- 
somine a ceiling, if the work is dom> 
>y one of the household, than to paper 
it, and the kalsomine possesses the ad- 
vantage of being easily renewed when 
soiled. 


The best rule for sizing allows eight 


ounces of glue, costing about twenty- 
four cents a pound io a large pail nearly 
full of boiling water. Dissolve the glue 
first in a little boiling water and then 
stir it into a pailful of boiling water. 
Do this carefully. Apply the size hot 
and let the walls dry for a few hours 
before applying the paper. Take great 
«are to cover the walls with size at the 
ceiling and baseboard, as the brush 
often slips at these points. 


Trim the blank strip off one side of 


the paper and cut a roll into lengths, 
making proper allowance for match- 
ing before beginning to apply the paper. 
Lay the lengths face downwards on the 
papering table. Two 12-inch boardsor 
two barrels make a convenient table. 
Spread the paste on with a small white- 
wash brush. A kalsomine brush must 
be a fine and expensive brush, and 
'should be kept for the purpose alone, 
but a whitewash brush costs little and 
is not injured by being used for a va- 
'riety of purposes if properly washed 
•off each time. Apply the paper and note 
with a plumb-line that the edge is in 
,correct position, then nib it smooth 
;from the ceiling downward to the base, 
using a rather large cotton cloth. 
Dampen the cloth slightly to make it 
cling to the wall, but be careful not to 
blur the colors. 


The best paste is made of wheat floui. 


Take two pounds for five rolls of paper. 
Sift it. Stir it to a stiff paste in clear, 
'cold water. Have about I'/, gallons of 
boiling water ready. Pour "the boiling 
water gradually into the dish of paste, 
'stirring the paste repeatedly and con- 
,stantly. Finally the batter will swell 
and turn yellow. It is now considered 
.ready for use. The amount of boiling 
water needed varies with the flour used. 
Pastry or winter wheat flour makes the 
best paste. Do not add alum or any- 
thing else.—N. Y. Tribune. 


JUSTICE TO HELP. 


Servants Are Entitled to Phlr Treat- 
ment. 


Never, under any circumstances, dis- 


charge a servant at a moment's notice. 
This is not honest in any walk of life. 
A servant is frequently engaged in haste, 
through sheer despair, and, if she fails 
-utterly, is discharged on the spur of the 
moment. 
When you require honesty 


from a servant see to it that you are hon- 
est toward her. Never allow a good 
girl to leave your house at a moment's 
notice, for a trivial offense. If she is 
Jingry leave her for a moment, and when 
everything has cooled down talk quietly 
toier, making her feel that you are her 
friend, and that your house is her home, 
ianfl I am sore she will regret her be- 
havior. 


If you engage a servant by the month 


pay heron the firstday of the month; if 
tiy the week pay her on the last day of 
the -week; have a little book in which 
yen register the receipt, and have her 
<5gn it at each payment. As soon ae a 
aew maid comes to your house ask her 
fcer full name and her home address, in 
•ease of a sudden happening—illness or 
death—you will know exactly where to 
send. Servants dislike very much the 
Mea at being- taken to a hospital) a dis- 
pensary, or to any charity. 
I have 


known, even in this wonderfully civil- 
ized T\orld, a. girl td die suddenly in a 
house in which she had lived for two 
years, without the mistress even know- 
ing her full name. My experience has 
been that if ae mistress would show 
a kindly feeling toward the servant, and 
look a KtUe into hex comfort, all such 
kind thought would be returned ten- 
fold. The problem of domestic service 
will never be solved until the Golden 
Rale is. observed by both mistress and 
maid. 


Servants are only human beings, yet 


we expect them to go like machines 
from five o'clock in the morning until 
11 o'clock at night, too often without 
recreation, without change nnd without 
even rest. On Thursday, if this be the 
allotted time off, see that each servant 
has her full afternoon. Every servant 
in the bouse should have thne'to attend 
churchon Sunday .—Ladies' Home Jour- 
nal. 


FALCON ING IN VERMONT. 


Fine Uxmtea «m the CJraen Mountain! 


Stocked for the Falcon Season. 
Vermont is being turned into a state 


of sports. Ita lulls are a playground for 
wealthy people who own "farms" up in 
the Green mountains and come here to 
enjoy them. 


The latest fad is that of hunting with 


falcons. Vermont had the first tobog- 
gan slide in the east. Then it had ice 
yachting, then came its, golfing and iee 
tennis; and now it is in the throes of 
folconry. The great estates of the 
Webb and Sloa;ie families are being 
stocked with game and the farmers 
have turned "falconers" to supply the 
demand for birds. 


The American falcon as here seen is 


the sparrow hawk, with sunken eyes, 
arched brows, sharp beak and little top- 
knot. It is a formidable-looking ani- 
mal and its claws are sharp and fero- 
cious. 


The falcon hunts have been mostly 


after low game. The little wild birds 
that fly the woods these days are be 
adapted for the falconing in its amateu 
state. The heavier wild fovil that fl 
higher are too fierce for the'little Amer 
ieau falcon. 


This is a pen picture of a falcon hun 


as it took place the other day upon th 
estate of Braintrce: There were si 
ladies in the party nnd eight gentle 
men, 
each of the latter carrying th 


falcon on their wrists. The ladies rod 
in front, each poising a hooded falcon 
upon her glove or lesting against he 
shoulder. One beurtiful girl with os 
f/rey feathers floating dov. a her bat 
carried her falcon upon her three-cor 
ncred hat, where it furnished a trim 
ming for the strange headgear. She 
wore a ifarie Antoinette gown with , 
loating fichu of lace. Her horse was ; 
light-footed Kentucky gray, and made 
10 noise as it penetrated the -n 
The others came as silently after. 


Suddenlj- there was a pause. 
Thi 


jugler blew a blast, ami from the treet 
ind brush there came a sw-w-ish, a.-, 
flocks of birds rose from their cover ii 
'right. Instantly the falcons were un 
looded and let loose. Out they flev 
and down and around, soaring over tin 
heads of their prey until the fright 
ned birds fairly flew within grasp of 
heir *alons. One fierce little under 
is-ed falcon seized t\vo birds in one 
iendly clutch and came flying back witl 
hem to the falconer before the others 
had captured a prize npiece. At a cal 
nil the birds returned, and then camt 
the dividing- up of the trophies and the 
feeding and rehcodmg of the falcons. 


The nerviest of the hunters insisted 


that the head of the prey be cut off foi 
the falcon to enjoy as its best reward. 
This was the way the beautiful young 
lady who rode first diverted herseli 
after capturing a bird. 


Se\eral professional falconers are to 


be imported from Enjfland. They will 
bring -with them a family of English 
falcons, and the sport, instead of dying 
out, as new sports do, will receive im- 
petus from the coming visit of tho 
duchess of Manchester, who '-us the 
reputation of being the finest falconer 
in England.—Cincinnati Commercial

Method* of Wen-lnc to Secure tfet 


Surface Effect. 


The fabric most generally known as 


crape is mourning crape, but properlv 
the name belongs to any fabric of silk, 
cotton or wool that has a \\ rinkled sur- 
face. Crepon is the French name for 
a thick crape, butit has come to be ap- 
plied to any weave vith an uneven 
face which gives a. crape effect, whether 
\AOvvn like crape or in plajn plaits 
thrown up by dropping certain wet 
t] reads at definite intervals and tight- 
ening'them by twisting. 


The wrinkle of crape is produced b\ 


making the weft, and sometimes the 
wnrp also, of twibted threads, every 
alternate 
group of thifeads bein? 


twisted in the reverse direction. The 
threads so arranged arc loose—that is, 
with space between them—and when 
the fabric is completed the} untwist, 
each in iis ov, n. direction, w Inch gives .1 
surface of uniform irregularity. Tw ist- 
ing warp and weft makes the most per- 
fect crape. If the weft only be twisted 
and the warp straight, the w eft threads 
will push, up and down the warp, mak- 
ing a less durable fabric. \Vhen the 
twist is in the weft only there is elas- 
ticity across the goods, 
and when 


tmsted both ways it is elastic both 
ways. 


The result of this weaving is a surface 


of broken lights and shadows, a surface 
that reflects less light than if smooi Ii 
and absorbs much. Such a surface per- 
mits color to be seen to advantage, and 
crapes are especially beautiful in rich 
colors suited to them, as vivid red. 


Oriental crapes, the most beautiful 


in the world, are of silk, or ot mixeil 
silk and cotton. When of part cotton 
they are cheaper, but there is no vulgar 
attempt to conceal the cotton; it is kept 
frankly on the burface and its own 
good qualities are made to appear. Cot- 
ton has less power of reilection'than 
silk and, therefore, lends, itself to in- 
crease the absorption of light, which 
is an obect in crape wea\e. Also, the 
crimpled surface enhances the beauty 
of cotton thread.

H. Clay Depew, the well known travel 


Ing salesman, died at his borne at the cor- 
ner of North Edward and Green streets on 
Saturday evening, May 39, at 8.10 o'clock 
after an illness of less than ten days, due 
to an acute attack of Brlght's disease, 
Mr. Depew was not regarded as danger- 
ously 111 until Thursday evenlng.although 
be had baen feeling poorly. He bad not 
been in his usual good health for over a 
year. For many months he bad been con- 
fined to bis homo as the result of an acci- 
dent by wbloh a knee cap was fractured. 
The mishap occurred on March 8fi, 1896, 
caused by beinc thrown from a baggy. 
He recovered and was able to resume hie 
dutiea as a salesman. Then came the 111 
ness of bis eldest son, Fred Depew, who 
died nearly two months ago. The death 
of the young man had a very depressing 
effect upon Mr. Depew who was devoted 
to his wife and children.
